This disclosure folldwed an announcement that agents in 
Chicago. had broken up a counterfeiting ring and 
selzed $726, 200 in false $100 bills, 


: Since July 1 last year, agents 


have seized or recovered from 
circulation an estimated $1,800,- 
000 of bogus currency. and 


coin, : 

This compares with the 
previous high of $1,429,436 in 
1951, 

Top secret service officials are 
confident that ‘seizures are a 
reliuble barometer of how much 
counterfeiting gocs on, 

They were unable to say 
why the bogus money bual- 
meas should be on the upsure¢
